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Tho Diroctor of Central Intelligence shall isso tho neccs- 
sary directives to the Diroctor of SS8U required to’ accomplish 
this mission. In addition, the Director of SSU will malce 
available to the Director of Cohtral Intolligence, upon his 
request, any facilities and services of SSU which may bo 
useful in the performance of an authorized function of the 
Central Intelligence Group. 
3. The Director of Central Intelligence will be responsible 
for determining which funds, porsonnel and facilitics of SSU 
are required for the performance of an authorized function 
of the Central Intelligence Group. Such funds, personne). and 
facilitios of SSU will then be transferred to an appropriate 
War Department unit. The Director of Central Intelligence 
will be responsible for making the necessary administrative 
arrangements and for issuing tho necessary directives to the 
Director of SSU. “sp | |
